Some interesting stories of explora­ 
tion in the Sonora desert of Mexico, 
parts of which no white man had ever 
penetrated, were recently related by 
Dr. Karl Lumholtz to the Royal Geo­ 
graphical society.

that scarcity of water was the great 
problem 
The strange thing was that 
the flora and fauna did not seem to 
suffer from this aridity. 
In spite of 
the lack of rain during the winter 
I revious to his visit to the sand dunes, 
during spring, he found at one place 
an astonishing 
growth of 
flowers, 
through which they traveled for near­ 
ly three miles; and it had been found 
by actual experiment that small ro­ 
dents of arid regions had been able 
to live for two or three years on hard 
seeds without water. The conditions 
in the sand dunes near the coast were, 
lr possible, even more remarkable. 
Here, as soon as athe uncertain rains 
of 
winter 
had 
made 
the 
plants 
“green,” as the Mexicans say, the cat­ 
tle and horses were driven there and 
remained three months—from February 
to the end of May 
absolutely without 
water. In his travels it was the usual 
thing during the winter time for the 
animals to go without water every 
second day. 


LEOPARD STOLEN IN LONDON 


NO FORESTS IN CHINA 


There are no forests in China, says 
the America! consul general at Tient­ 
sin. Forestry is a subject in which the 
Chinese evince no interest The Great 
Plain, on which Tientsin is located. 
never had forests being entirely of 
delta formation, and the mountainous 
regions to the north and west were de 
nuded of their forests centuries ago. A 
British mining and shipping corpora 
lion has begun the work of afforesta­ 
tion. and has a million young trees 
growing, but there are no government 
forestry officials, schools of forestry 
or horticulture, magazines devoted to 
these subjects or associations of for­ 
esters, nurserymen, seedsmen, etc.. 
in China.

KR. HARRIMAN’S LETTER FILES 


These Give Additional Information Re­ 


garding Relations of Railroad King I 


W ith the W hite House and Letters 


and Figures Presented by the Late 


C. N. Bliss’s Son Give Information 


Regarding Campaign Contributions. 


Washington, Oct. I.—From the let­ 
ter file of ti** late railroad man, a com­ 
plete record of the correspondence be- > 
tween tho late E. H. Harriman and 
Mr. Roosevelt was laid before the sen­ 
ate investigating committee. These let­ 
ters not only strengthened the impres­ 
sion of the general close relations ex­ 
isting at one time between Mr. Harri­ 
man and Mr. Roosevelt in regard to 
government matters, but showed that 
the financier was consulted by Mr. 
Roosevelt on several occasions in re­ 
gard to appointments. 
One of these 
appointments seems to have been a 
cabinet officer. 
Another involved the 
governorship of Arizona and the chief 
justiceship of the supreme court in 
that 3tate. 
Mr. Harriman was opposed to the 
appointment of B. A. Fowler as gov­ 
ernor of Arizona. 
He objected be­ 
cause he contended Mr. Fowler was a 
strong partisan of the Santa Fe rail­ 
road. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not see how 
he could avoid appointing him. be­ 
cause he was committed to his candi­ 
dacy 
and ltecar.se Paul 
Morton, a j 
Santa Fe man, was a member of his 
cabinet. 
Mr. Roosevelt assured Har­ 
riman. however, that he would “twist j 
Fowler’s neck as if he was a chicken” j 
the moment he found he wms showing 
a particle of favor to the Santa Fe. * 
Mr. Harriman persisted in his opposi- j 
tion to Fowler, and he was not ap- 1 
pointed. 
The record of correspondence be­ 
tween Mr. Harriman and Mr. Roose­ 
velt. beginning as far hack as 1901, 
shows that Mr. Roosevelt himself was 
frequently urging the railroad man to 
come to the White House to dinners 
and luncheons. 
The correspondence 
introduced in evidence throws no new- 
light Ilion the controversy over the 
$250,000 Harriman contribution. 
Im­ 
portant 
facts corroboratory of Mr. 
Harrirtian’s version of this campaign 
contribution controversy were. how­ 
ever. brought out. C. C. Tegethoff. Mr 
Harriman’s former secretary, produced 
a receipt signed by the late Cornelius 
N. Bliss, treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, for a $50,000 con­ 
tribution made by Harriman to the 
Roosevelt fund. 
This receipt was 
signed on Nov. 2. a few- days before 
the 1904 election, and represented a 
part payment of the $250,000 contribu­ 
tion raised by Mr. Harriman. The im­ 
portance of the Bliss receipt lies in 
the fact that Colonel Roosevelt had 
contended that this money w-as not 
raised to help out his cause, hut to 
save the New York state ticket, and 
w-ent. not to tho national committee, 
but to th* state chairman, Odell. 
Mr. 
Hand man's former secretary testified 
that Ih«* remaining $200,000 of this 
$250,0on fund was raised at the same 
time that Mr. Harriman made the $50,- 
000 payment. 
Tile fund itself passed 
through TeeethofTs hands. 
He testi­ 
fied that there were two checks of 
$50,000 each, besides Mr. Harriman’s 
cheeks. 
He did not know- who the 
other contributors were, as the checks 
were sent to him by brokerage houses. 
The entire fund was turned over by 
him to Mr. Harriman, who in turn, ac­ 
cording to Tegethoff. handed it to 
Judge Robert Lovett, then Mr. Harri­ 
man’s counsel, and now chairman of 
the Union 
Pacific railroad. 
Judge 
Lovett will be called as a w-itness. 
Both Mr. Tegethoff and Charles A. 
Peabody, president of the Mutual Life 
Insurance company, and formerly Mr. 
Hand man’s counsel, testified that Mr. 
Ha» liman had told them that Mr. 
Roosevelt summoned him to Washing­ 
ton and importuned him to raise mon­ 
ey to save the day in New- York state. 
Mr. Roosevelt bas denied emphatical­ 
ly that he made any such request, and 
Mr. I*oeb, his former secretary, who 
says he was present at the interview 
between Mr. Roosevelt and Harriman, 
corroborated him. 
For the first time 
the name of the man who assisted 
Mr. Harriman in raising this $250,000 
fund was made public. It w-as H. McK. 
Twombly. who was interested chiefly 
because he thought that the way w-ould 
be paved for Senator Depew’s appoint­ 
ment as ambassador to France. 
The investigation also brought out 
the first official statement of the sums 
raised by the Republican national com­ 
mittee from 1892 to 1904.

Lawrence, 
Mass., 
Oct. 
I.—When 
some twenty-five hundred textile oper­ 
atives, most of them Italians, attempt­ 
ed to prevent thousands of other work­ 
ers from entering or leaving the mill 
gates, there was wild rioting in the 
streets of Lawrence. 
The tw-enty- 
four-hour “demonstration” strike w-as 
a failure, in that not more than 8,000 
of the 28,000 people who earn their 
living in the great woolen and cotton 
establishments here responded to the 
call of the leaders of the Industrial 
Workers of the World to remain away 
from their places as a protest against 
the trial of Ettor, Giovannitti and Ca­ 
ruso, which is in progress at Salem. 
The attacks upon those who wanted 
to work were rn each occasion in full 
progress for at least ten minutes be­ 
fore the police put in an appearance. 
The strikers assailed the non-strikers, 
with every epithet, assaulted them 
viciously and appeared to devote their 
attention chiefly to knocking down the 
old men. the women and the boys and 
girls. Then when the local police, as­ 
sisted by twenty-four members of the 
state police force, appeared on the 
scene, clubs were used with great vig­ 
or, revolvers were drawn in some in­ 
stances by the officers, and the rioters 
dispersed. 
About thirty arrests were 
made.

These Give Additional Information Re- 


garding Relations'of Railroad King 
With the White House and Letters 
and Figures Presented by the Late 
C. N. Bliss's Son Give Information 
Regarding Campaign Contributions. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—From the let- 


ter file of the late railroad man, a com- 
plet3 record of the correspondence be- 
tween the late E. H. Harriman and 
Mr. Roosevelt was laid before the sen- 
ate investigating committee. These let- 
ters not only strengthened the impres- 
sion of the general close relations ex- 
isting at one time between Mr. Harri- 
man and Mr. Roosevelt in regard to 
government matters, but showed that 
the financier was consulted by Mr. 
Roosevelt on several occasions in re- 
gard to appointments. 
One of these I 


appointments seems to have been a 
cabinet officer. Another involved the j 
governorship cf Arizona and the chief I 
justiceship of the supreme court in ' 
that state. 
! 


Mr. Harriman was opposed to the 


appointment of B. A. Fowler as gov- 
ernor of Ariz9na. He objected be- 
cause he contended Mr. Fowler was a 
strong partisan of -the Santa Fe rail- 
road. Mr. Roosevelt did not see how ' 
he could avoid appointing him. be- 
cause he was committed to his candi- 
dacy and because Paul Morton, a j 
Santa Fe man. was a member of his . 
cabinet. Mr. Roosevelt assured Har-1 
riman, however, that he would "twist | 
Fowler's neck as if he was a chicken" 
the moment he found he was showing 
a particle of favor to the Santa Fe. 
Mr. Harriman persisted in his opposi- 
tion to Fowler, and he was not ap- 
pointed. 
| 


The record of correspondence be- 


tween Mr. Harriman and Mr. Roose- 
velt, beginning as far back as 1901. 
shows that Mr. Roosevelt himself was 
frequently urging the railroad man to 
come to the White House to dinners 
and luncheons. The correspondence 
Introduced in evidence throws no new 
lisht upon the controversy over the 
$250,000 Harriman contribution. Im- 
portant facts corroboratory 
of Mr. 


Harriman's version of this campaign 
contribution controversy were, how- 
ever, brought out. C. C. Tegethoff, Mr. 
Harriman's former secretary, produced 
a receipt signed by the late Cornelius 
N. Bliss, treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, for a $50,000 con- 
tribution rrade by Harriman to the 
Roosevelt fund. 
This receipt was 


signed on Xov. 2, a few days before 
the 1904 election, and represented a 
part payment of the $250,000 contribu- 
tion raised by Mr. Harriman. The im- 
portance of the Bliss receipt lies in 
the fact that Colonel Roosevelt had 
contended that this money was not 
raised to help out his cause, but to 
save the New York state ticket, and 
went, not to the national committee, 
but to thp state chairman. Odell. Mr. 
Harriman's former secretary testified 
that the remaining $200,000 of this 
$250.000 fund was raised at the same 
time that Mr. Harriman made the $50,- 
000 payment. The fund itself passed 
through TegethofTs hands. He testi- 
fied that there were two checks of 
$50,000 each, besides Mr. Harriman's 
checks. 
He did not know who the 


other contributors were, as the checks 
were sent to him by brokerage houses. 
The entire fund was turned over by 
him to Mr. Harriman. who in turn, ac-1 
cording to Tegethoff, handed it to' 
Judge Robert Lovett. then Mr. Harri-1 
man's counsel, and now chairman of 
the Union Pacific railroad. 
Judge 


Lovett will be called as a witness. 


Both Mr. Tegethoff and Charles A. 


Peabody, president of the Mutual Life 
Insurance company, and formerly Mr., 
Harriman's counsel, testified that Mr. | 
Harriman had told them that Mr. 
Roosevelt summoned him to Washing- 
ton and importuned him to raise mon- 
ey to save the day in New York state. 
Hr. Roosevelt has denied emphatical- 
ly that he made any such request, and 
Mr. Loeb, his former secretary, who 
says he was present at the Interview 
between Mr. Roosevelt and Harriman, 
corroborated him.

In my eagerness to relieve at once

Today at Indianapolis Amid Most 
Encouraging Auspices, and a Session 
of Unusual Interest and Benefit Is 
Promised in All Departments of the 
Great Work. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 1.—What prom- 


ises to be the most largely attended 
meeting of the National Conservation 
congress in the history of that import- 
ant and interesting organization, be- 
gan here today and will continue 
through Friday. Not only is the at- 
tendance larger, but the exhibits at- 
tending the congress, intended to dis- 
play the best work of the conserva- 
tionists along the numerous lines of 
endeavor undertaken by the congress, 
are nmore complete. For the most 
part these are on display in the state- 
house, the corridors of which have 
taken on quite the air of a miniature 
national exposition. 
Much attention 


Is to be paid to the question of the 
conservation of health at this session 
of the congress, and the exceedingly 
comprehensive exhibit along this line 
is attracting particular attention. 


The congress was called to order to- 


day at 10:30 o'clock at the Murat the- 
ater by John Barclay White of Kansas 
City, president. Welcoming addresses 
on behalf of the city were made by 
Charles W. Fairbanks, Richard Lieber 
and Winfleld Miller, to which there 
were responses by President White 
and by Secretary of War Henry L.

Prom 1882 to 1892 the ordinary ex- 


penses of the federal government in- 
creased at the rate of about 3 per cent 
a year. In the succeeding decennial 
period they increased about 4 per 
cent a year.

BALKAN STATES 


MENAGE TURKEY 


Trouble This Time Seems to Be 


More Than Mere Talk, 


JUDGE ANDERSON 


Federal Jurist Sitting in 
Alleged Dynamiters' Trial. 


With Bulgaria and Servia United to 


the Accomplishment of This Pur- 
pose, Montenegro and Greece Will 
Combine to Strike at Crippled Tur- 
key in an Age-Old Desire to Avenge 
the Wrongs They Have Suffered. 


- Vienna, Oct. 1.—Hourly the powers 
of Europe are expecting a widespread 
Balkan trouble, as orders have been 
sent out for the mobilization of he 
Servian and Bulgarian armies along 
the Turkish frontier. 


The trouble in the Balkans seems 


this time to be more than mere talk. 
Bulgaria and Servia are going to fight 
for the autonomy of Macedonia. This 
is the message that is running through 
this capital, Berlin, St. Petersburg, 
London and Paris chancellories. 


And with Bulgaria and Servia, Mon- 


tenegro and Greece will combine to 
strike at crippled Turkey, according to 
advices received by diplomats on top 
of the trouble. One report here has it 
taht the Servian minister has left Con- 
stantinople. 
If this is true then it 


means that the suspension of diplo- 
matic relations between Turkey and 
the country to the north are near at 
hand and that the war clouds are 
growing larger. 


A 
dispatch from 
Constantinople 


says that the Servian minister yes- 
terday handed a note to the porte. The 
brusque manner of its presentation 
and the natr.re of its text, as much as 
could be learned from those who were 
present 
at 
the 
time, 
practically 


amounts to an ultimatum from the 
Serb country. Servia has asked Tur- 
key to make up its mind within forty- 
eight hours. 
The embattled nation 


must decide within iliat time whether 
the war munitions originally bound for 
Servin but hf Id up at the Turkish bor- 
der will b.-> allowed to go through or 
whether they will be returned to 
Franco, whore they were manufac- 
tured. Should Turkey refuse, then the 
Servian government, according to the 
accepted notion of the diplomats, will 
straightway declare war and throw its 
massed trcops over the border into 
Turkish territory. 


The former Servian minister of 


war, M. Stepanovitch, is co-operating 
with the present war minister. General 
Putaik, in the big task of moving the 
troops and attending to the details of 
the Servian mobilization. The Greek 
minister at Constantinople. M. Gryp- 
aras, is quoted-as saying that the mat- 
ters have become serious 
and that 


Greece, has ordered all Greek ships to 
leave Turkish waters. The Greek offi- 
cers who are on leave have been or- 
dered to report to their ships. 


From Russia has come the warning 


to Bulgaria that that nation need ex- 
pect no help from St. Petersburg. The 
situation has become more tense by 
the notification to Servia that Servia 
will not be allowed to increase her 
hold on tlie I'alkans. 


King Ferdinand of Bulgaria and 


three of his veteran generals who will 
probably lie in the forefront of the 
fighting, if lighting there is to be. con- 
ferred at the Balkan capital. 
They 


agreed t!;:-t it will be wisest for tbe-ji 
to move the troops to the border with- 
out, arrn.-'-ing the countryside and so, 
though small detachments of the re- 
serves all over the country are mov- 
ing tciv.-ard the seat of the mobiliza- 
tion, the people as a whole do not re- 
alize the seriousness of the move- 
ments.

and after beating her skull with a 
blunt instrument, dragged her body to 
a staircase and hurled it to the land- 
ing below, where he buried it beneath 
chairs, tables and furniture thrown 
from above. 
Half dead, the girl was 


dragged from the man's clutches by 
her mother. The assailant made good 
his escape by a side door while the 
mother was trying to revive her daugh- 
ter. The girl is in a serious condition 
and her drrth may result from her 
wounds and from the nervous shock. 
Before throwing the body of his vic- 
tim down the stairs the man had at- 
tempted f,; pour carbolic acid down 
her throat, but the liquid spilled, burn- 
Ing her face and neck.
